C6) “Council” means the Indian Nursing Council con¬ 
st! uted under the Indian Nursing Council Act. 1947 
(48 of, 1947). 

(b) “Employees” means Ofliccr, Miuisteiial stall (Group 
'C and Group ‘D’ staff) appointed under section 8 
of the Indian Nursing Coimcil Act, 1947 (48 of 

1947). 

3. Applicability 

These Regulations shall apply to 

(a) all regulation employees of the Council other than 
contract otficcr.s, rc-employed olfleors, officers em¬ 
ployed on ad-hoc basis for n fixed period, and 
purely temporary and daQy wages staff, who enter 
the service of tlie Council on or after the Isi 
January. 1990, and 

(b) all regular employee.^ of the Council who were In the 
service of the Council on Ist January, 1990, and 
who opt for these pensionary benefits in preference 
to the e.xisting retirements benefits i,e. Contributory 
Provident Fund with Dea'.h-cum-Rctirement Gratuity 
(Hereinafter called the existing retirement benefits). 

■f. The Ccnti-al Civil Services (Pension) Rules, 1972, as

(5) Tile existing Deuth-cum-Retiremeut Gratuity benefits as 
arc' alreaay m vogue aiongwith the benefits of Cootnbutory 
Provident r-und, will continue to be admissible to those emp¬ 
loyees qr the council who do not opt for these pensionary ^ne- 
fits subject to Uie rate of employer's wmtrihution be]pg re¬ 
duced to 8% of pay of the eniplijyec- The Gratuity Rules 
already framed by the (Council with the prior approval of tho 
Central Govciomcnt, shall also continue to be operative. 


7. FUNDS 

(1) The Council shall constitute a fund known as “INGE 
.Staff Pension Fund” (heremarter referred to as ‘Pension 
Fund’) and the total amoimt standing to credit of these emp¬ 
loyees who opt for tho pensionary benefits on account of 
“Employer’s Contribution’’ together with interest thereon 
(which rcveits back to the Council consequent upon the In¬ 
troduction of pensionary benefits) shall be credited to pension 
fimd and for this purpose the Council shall open an account 
with the Nationalised Bonk. 

(2j All future monthly contributions on account of pen- 
.sionary benefits in respect of those employees who will be 
eligible for these pensionary benefits shall be in terms of the 
rules as applicable to Central Government emjfioyees and 
such contributions shall also bo credited to the Pension Fund. 

(3) The Council hcuceforth .shall contribute to the pension 
Fund such monthly contribution at such rates as may ap¬ 
proved by the Central Government from time to time. The 
Council may rt'so contribute additional mcmey out of its own 
internal resources lo augment the Pension Fund to make it a 
self-generating unit for the purpose for which it is belutd 
created. 

(4) The Council shall maintain the Pension Fund, The 
investment of the funds, shall be in such manner, as.specified 
by the Central Government, 

(5) For those employees of the Council who opt for thMO 
pcnsionaiy benefits, the Council shall cause to maintain the 
TNC Staff General Ib-ovident Fimd” to which all sums stai d- 
ing to the credit of the employees on account of their subs¬ 
criptions together with interest thereon shall be credited. Tho 
Jiiture monthly subscription at the usual rate of 6% of pay 
-hall also be credited to this Fund. The General ProVMcnt 
Fund shall be maintained on the same lines os the Contribu¬ 
tory Provident Fimd is being maintained at present. 

8. MODE OF PAYMENT 

The Council shall enter into an agreement with a Nation¬ 
alised Bonk with which file ‘Pennon Fund’ is opened to make 
payment of pension to each pensioner in accordance with 
standing instructions issued by the C^mcil in eadi case on 
monthly, quarterly, half-yearly or yearly basis as may be 
opted by each of the pensioners, and the payment may be 
made by any of the mode as under ;— 

(i) By cash on production of a Pais Book which may 
be Issued to a pensioner by the Connell; 
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(ii) by fransfcr of the pensioa timount to the private sav¬ 
ing bank account which a pensioner may have with 
any Nationalised Bank or a Post olflce; 

(iii) througli a Bank Draft (free of any charge) on any 
Branch in India of any of the Nationalised Bank; or 

(iv) by money order subject-to the deduction of money 
order commi -iion. 

9. AUTHORITY TO SANCTION PAYMENT
